The Panama- Pacific Exposition held in San Fra 
ci seo Caait during 1915-16 to celebrate the co 
pletion and Opening of the Panama Canal was co 
memorated by the issue of a souvenir half doll 
gold one dollar, 2°1/2 dollar and two varieties 
of fifty dollar coins, all issues authorized by 
Congress on Jan. 16, 1915. No other event or 
celebration in the United States has had such a) 
assortment of commemorative coinage authorized, 
attesting to the magnitude of feeling over the 
celebration. A companion celebration, the Pana 
ma/California Exposition was held in San Diego 
during the same years. 


} 


The silver half dollar issue features on the ob- 
verse a standing female, representing Columbia, 
poetic symbol of the united States, scattering 
flowers; a child hold- 
ing a cornucopia (sym- 
bolizing the great re- 
sources of the West). 
In the background is 
the Golden Gate bridge 
above a setting sun. 
Featured on the reverse 
is an eagle with spread wings, atop a shield 
with oak and olive branches at the sides. 


The gold dollar has on its Obverse the head of 
a man wearing a cap, symbolizing the workers who 
toiled on the construction of the Panama Canal. 


On the reverse "One Dorlas 
within a circle composed of 
two dolphins, with the in- 


scription "Panama-Pacific Exposition San Fran- 
cisco" around the edges. 


The two and a half dollar gold coin has on its 
Obverse Columbia with a caduceus, riding side- 
saddle on a hippocampus, 


representing Commerce 
through the Panama Canal.

The design of the two 

$50 coins is identical - 
the varieties being in the 
shape of the coin - one 

is struck on a round plan- 
chet, while the other is 
on an octagonal planchet. 
The obverse features the 
helmeted head of Minerva 
(who sprang full grown 
from the brain of Jupi- 
ter) symbolizing the poli- 
tical growth of Califor- 
nia which was admitted 

to the Union without the 
usual probationary period 
of a Territory. Minerva 
is also regarded as the 
Goddess of Arts and 
Sciences, handicraft and 
invention. The reverse 
design displays an Owl 
perched upon a branch of 
western pine. The owl, 
sacred bird of Minerva, 
was regarded as the sym- 
bol of Wisdom. 


This coinage of $50 gold 
Pieces, first ever coin- 
ed by the United States 
government, was authoriz- 
ed by Congress as rela- 
tive to the Exposition 
by the fact that Cali- 
fornia had used gold 
‘slugs’ of similar size 
and shape during the 
1850's following the 
1849 gold rush.

Although teh Panama-Pacific Exposition was held to cele 
brate the completion of the Panama canal, there is 
nothing on any of the coinage issued to identify that 
Purpose, other than the symbols used in their design. 


A water route across the Isthmus of Panama, in the form 
of a canal, had been the dream of man for centuries. 

As early as 1517, Spain had conducted surveys for a 
canal across the Isthmus. In 1878, a private French 
company, the Panama Canal Company, secured rights from 
Columbia to build a canal across the Isthmus. Ferdinanc 
de Lessops, the builder of the Suez Canal, was placed 
in charge, and work started in 1881. The French effort 
failed, however, because of tropical diseases, engineer- 
ing problems, lack of finances and graft. By 1889, the 
French organization was bankrupt amid a great scandal. 

A second French company tried again in 1899, but also 
failed. This company, hoping to salvage something from 
their investment in building a part of the canal, in 
1902 offered their concession rights to the United 
States for $40,000,000. In 1903, the Colombian Senate 
rejected the concession transfer, reasoning that inas- 
much as the French concession would expire in 1904, a 
new concession to the United States could be granted, 
and they could receive the $40,000,000. plus $10,000,000 
that the United States had offered them to grant the 
concession transfer. 


On November 18, 1903, Panama, a province of Colombia, 
revolted and declared independence of Colombia. The 
United States had a warship in the area and prevented 
Colombia from putting down the Panamanian revolt. In 
two days, United States had recognized the independence 
of Panama. 


Two weeks later, Panama granted the United States by 
the Hay-Bunau-Varilla Treaty, perpetual lease to a ten 
mile strip across the Isthmus, for which the United 
States agreed to pay Panama $10,000,000, Plus a yearly 
rental of $250,000. Later, the United States Paid to 
Colombia $25,000,000 as a partial compensation for the 
loss of the province of Panama. Provisions of the

Panama United States iease treaty were altered and 
more compensations granted Panama. 


Work on the canal progressed under the direct super- 
vision of the United States Army Corps of Engineers. 
Workmen from the United States found it almost impos~ 
sible to live in the Canal Zone, due to the prevalence 
of tropical diseas, malaria,yellow fever, etc. Using 
medical discoveries made by Dr. Walter Reed and his 
colleagues, Dr. William C. Gorgas, the surgeon in 

charge of the health problem in Panama, turned the 
deadly steaming jungle into a relatively healthy region. 


By 1914, the Canal was completed at a cost of 
$400,000,000 - a personal triumph for the engineer 
in charge, Col. George W. Goethals. The first ship 
to pass through the Canal was the S.S. Ancon, on Aug. 
15, 1914. Ships must have an official Canal pilot 
aboard to steer them through the Canal. Some years 
ago, Richard Haliburton registered himself as a ship 
and paid the transit fee (in his case = 8 cents) so 
he could swim the Canal. He is the only 'vessel' to 
have passed through the canal without being steered 
by an official canal pilot. 


During both the great world wars, the Panama Canal 
added immeasurably to the naval strength of the United 
States, while its peace-time value as an artery of 
trade and commerce is almost beyond comprehension. 
Today the locks and some passages are too small to 
accomodate the gigantic ships in use so that a new 
route or a re-building of the canal will have to be 
made. 


Although not credited as the first vessel to traverse 
the canal from coean to ocean, the Panama Railroad 
Steamship "Cristobel" on August 3, 1914, made the 
trip carrying aboard 50,000 serially numbered medals 
to mark the occasion.

he vpening of the oan irancisco-Oakland Bay 
Bridge was the occasion for Congress to autho- 
rize on June 26, 1936, the issue of a souvenir 
half dollar coin, to commemorate the event. 
Struck at the San Francisco Mint in November 
of 1936, the coins obverse has a California 
grizzly bear (Monarch II - a zoo resident), 
facing forward, as the dominate feature. 


The reverse depicts the 
old and the new - to re- 
present the old is the 
Ferry Building in the 
foreground, while the 
Bay Bridge stretching 
into the distance of the 
Yerba Buena Island the 
the East Bay Hills (Oakland, Berkeley) represent 
the new. At le:‘ft are two ships steaming towards 
the bridge. 


The bear first appeared as a California symbol 
when it was depicted on the flag of the Americans 
who revolted against the government of Mexico 

in 1846, and declared independence. This sym- 
bolic flag was adopted by California when grant- 
ed statehood. 


Prior to the construction of the San Francisco 
Oakland Bay Bridge, the two cities were linked 
by ferry boat across the waters of the San Fran- 
‘cisco Bay - the first ferry starting operations 
in 1851. 


Work on construction of the bridge started July 
(9th, 1933, with opening for traffice in November 
of 1936. Total length of the bridge is 8 1/4 
miles - 4 1/2 miles over water. It goes to 
Yerba Buena Island in mid bay, passing through 
the island by means of a tunnel. The man-built 
Treasure island, constructed for the Golden Gate 
Exposition held in 1939, is connected to Yerba 
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COMMEMORATIVE 


Buena Isiana :, a filled- in causeway. 


A total of 54,850,000 man-hours of labor were 
required for the construction at a total cost 
of $72,200,000. Used in construction were 
200,000 tons of steel and 70,815,000 miles of 
cable wire - cable which measured 28 3/4 in. 
in diameter and contain 17,464 strands. Ten- 
Sion of one cable is 40,000,000 pounds. The 
brdige is 66 feet wide - the longest single 
span 2,310 feet. Tower heights is 474 to 519 
feet. 6,038,000 cubic yards of soil were exca- 
vated for the bases and 1,000,000 yards of 
concrete were laid. It takes 200,000 gallons 
Of paint to paint the bridge, and by the time 
it is completed, it is time to start over and 
Paint it again. There are nine travel lanes 
for cars and trucks. In excess of 30,000,000 
Cars and trucks, pilus 50,000,000 train passen- 
gers annually cross this bridge. 


San Francisco is centrally located on Califor- 
nia shoreline at the entrance of one of the 
world's finest land-locked harbors. The bay 
was discovered in 1769 by a Spanish expedition 
headed by Sgt. Jose Ortega. The Presidio and 
Mission Dolores were founded in 1776 DV COT. 
Juan Batista de Anza. The Pueblo of Yerba 
Buena was established on the site in 1834, and 
renamed San Francisco on January 3, 1847. When 
gold was discovered on the American River in 
1838, the San Francisco area developed rapidly 
and incorporated as a city In 1850% “Gord pro- 
duction declined after 1859, but the discovery 
Of silver in Nevada and the use Of San Francis- 
cO aS a sea port kept the city Prospering so 
that its growth continued. Today it is exceed- 
ed in pupulation only by Los Angeles and San 
Diego. It remains as the only American City 

to retain the cable car on its Streets as a 
means of transportation 
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Oakland was first settled in 1850, when it 
attracted the overflow of San Francisco from 
the gold rush. The area had been explored 

in 1772. Oakland was incorporated as a town 
in 1852, and as a city in 1864. Terminus for 
a transcontinental railroad in 1879, aided 
the city commercially and it maintained a 
steady growth so that today it has a popula- 
tion of over 300,000 and like San Francisco, 
is a thriving seaport.....

NATIONAL COIN WEEK --- April 21-27-1974

istory Trek 


President William McKinley holds the distinction of 
being the first person to be portrayed on two separate 
issues of commemorative coinage of the United States. 
His portrait is the featured design on the obverse of 
one variety of the commemorative gold dollars issued 
in 1903 as a souvenir of the Louisiana Purchase expo- 
sition held in St. Louis, Missouri, during 1904. 


On February 23, 1916, Congress authorized the mintage 
of a McKinley Memorial gold dollar coin, to be sold 

at a premium of three dollars each, proceeds from the 
sales to aid in the construction and to finance the 
memorial to William McKinley at Niles, Ohio. 


The obverse of this coin has om 
a portrait of McKinley as the Hin 
main feature. The reverse a) 
depicts the Memorial build- 
ing constructed at Niles. 
These coins were issued in 1916 and 1917, with the only 
design change being in the date year of mintage.

William McKinley, 25th president of the United States, 
was born at Niles, Ohio, on January 29, 1843, the son 
of iron manufacturer William McKinley. The seventh 
of nine children, McKinley attended school in Poland, 
Ohio, and Alleghaney College, Meadville, Pa. At 18 
he enlisted for the Civil War, as a private in the 
23rd Ohio Volunteers regiment. At Antietam, he was a 
commissary sergeant. Of the many monuments at the 
Antietam battleground, Ohio honors McKinley with the 
tallest of these monuments. 


He was commissioned as an officer and soon became a 
Captain. In 1865, he was made a Major by brevit. Af- 
ter wars end, he studied law at Albany, New York, then 
returned to Ohio, opening a law office in Canton in 
1867. He married Ida Saxton and sired two children 
who both died in their childhood. 
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COMMEMORATIVE HISTORY 
TREK ---- continued 


During the 1867 election campaign, he campaigned for 
Grant as president, and for Hayes for Governor of 
Ohio. From 1876 to 1890 (except 1882) he served in 
the House of Representatives and led the fight for 
high tariff....the McKinley bill, enacted October Le 
1890. Elected Governor of Ohio in 1891 and 1893 --- 
in 1896, he was elected President on a protective 
tariff, sound money (gold Standard) platform over 
William Jennings Bryan, proponent of free Silver. 


McKinley abhorred violence and tried to avert war 
with Spain, but the blowing up of the United States 
battleship Maine at Havana on February 15, 1898, 
caused Congress to declare war on Spain ANTI el 
1898. The United States entered the war with the 
argument that it was fighting merely to free the 
Oppressed Cubans. The American victory in October 
of 1898 found the United States with an empire on 
its hands for it had become a colonial power. In 
1900, McKinley again defeated Bryan for the Presi- 
dency, campaigning on "full dinner pail", and the 
vigorous campaign of his running mate, Theodore 
Roosevelt. 


McKinley was a Methodist, beloved for his concilia- 
tory nature, and conservative stand on issues. On 
September 6, 1901, while welcoming citizens at the 
Pan American exposition at Buffalo New York, he was 
shot by Leon Czolgosz, an anarchist terrorist. Gan- 
grene set in, and on September 14, 1901, death re- 
sulted. His last words "It is God's way. His will 
be done, not ours", McKinley, his wife Ida and in- 
fant daughters are interred in an imposing and beau- 
tiful memorial tomb at Canton, @hio. Ohio made the 
red carnation, McKinley's favorite flower, the Ohio 
state flower.

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Commemorative History Trek 


The California Pacific International Exposition, held 
in San Diego during the years 1935/1936 was commemora- 
ted by the issue of a special half dollar coin, autho- 
rized by Congress May 3, 1935. On May 6, 1936, Con- 
gress enacted a recoinage bill that required all unsold 
1935 half dollars of that event be returned to the mint 
for recoinage to a 1936 dated striking. This 1936 re- 
coinage totalled 180,092 pieces of which 150,00 were 
later melted. Numbers of these two issues that were 
actually sold were 100,224 coins. A sizeable number, 
if one remembers that this exposition and the sale of 
these coins occurred during a period of great financial 
depression in the United States. 


The obverse design of both the 1935 and 1936 issues dis- 
play an adaption of the Seal of California - a female 
figure, the Goddess Minerva, seated with a spear and a 
shield. The shield is 
inscribed with the word 
"Eureka'' (I have found 
it); the State motto. 
At her left side sits a 
bear (another emblem of 
California) and at her 
right, an overflowing 
cornucopia, symbolizing 


the riches of the State. Faintly in the background are 
other symbols of California -- a miner with pick, sail- 
ing ship, and mountains. The reverse design features 
the California Tower and other buildings af the Exposi- 
tion. 


At the time of the Exposition in 1935, San Diego was a 
city with a population of not much more than 100,000, 
yet it had already been the seene of a previous Inter- 
national Exposition held in 1915/1916 to celebrate the 
opening of the Panama Canal. 


These two Expositions were Stages in the same acreage - 
Balboa Park, a 1,400 acre plot of ground only a few 
blocks removed from the heart of the city. Balboa 
Park also houses the San Diego Zoo, world famous as 
the largest collection of animals anywhere. This zoo 
was started from a few animals that were in a circus 
menagerie that became stranded there during the 1915 
Exposition. Buildings from these two expositions re- 
main in Balboa Park today, to give it an old-world 
_ look with Spanish architecture predominate, making it 
one of the most beautiful public parks in the world. 


The birthplace of California -- San Diego-- was first 
discovered by Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo, the Portuguese 
explorer in 1542. Sebastion Vizcaino a Spanish mer- 
chant explorer named the Bay 'SanDiego de Alcala' on 
Nov. 12, 1602, as he discovered the bay on that Saint's 
birthday. No attempt was made to settle the area un- 
til Father Junipero Serra established the first Cali- 
fornia mission on the San Diego River, near the Bay, 
in 1769. Accompanying the Padre was a party of sol- 
diers who established a Presideo. Government was 
divided between the Padres, who exercised control over 
the Mission, and the Commandante, who had control over 
the Presideo and the soldiers. 
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As the Missions and Presideos spread up the California _ 


coast, Pueblos were established with a civil govern- 
ment headed by an appointed governor. San Diego was

governed for a time by a governor of the Los Angeles 
Pueblo district as San Diego was in that land grant. 
With the independence of Mexico in 1821, government 
changed little in San Diego. As a pueblo in 1835, the 
city was granted 47,000 acres of public land by Mexico. 
{Two years later, Mexico drew up a4 new constitution by 
which the government of San Diego was altered and the 
Mission San Diego de Alcala was confiscated. 


In 1836, Americans in San Diego, disenchanted with the 
governing policies of Mexico, staged a brief revolt 

and a man named Albert Smith shinnied up a flag pole 
located in the Old San Diego Plaza and unfurled an 
American flag. The Americans did take over city govern- 
ment in 1836, at the close of the Mexican American War, 
but did little to change the Alcalde system of govern- 
ment initiated in Mexico. 


September 9, 1850, California was admitted into the 
Union and San Diego, by law, became a city --~ 4 city 
composed of ten stores, 88 houses, 544 men and women 
and 2,273 Indians. San Diego Bay was still the play- 
ground of the whales...so great in number that a row- 
boat trip was a real hazard to life and limb. 


The incorporation of San Diego into a city did nothing 
to spur its growth and it remained a whaling station, 
port for the shipping of hides and a place for the cow- 
boys and Indians to come to for the purpose of getting 
drunk and raising cain. 


April 6, 1867, Alonzo Erastus Horton arrived in San 
Diego, with a specific purpose to build a city. Pur- 
chasing a thousand acres of pueblo lands, originally 
granted San Diego by Mexico, Horton laid out his city. 
Within three years, his New San Diego had some 800 
buildings and a population of 3,000 citizens. By 1870, 
San Diego was fast becoming a4 city worth attention, 

but the boom died and San Diego settled again into 

a lethargic position.

the expansion of the city. San Diego, long a military 
figure in the United States forces, assumed important . 
Stature during the course of two world wars, the 

growth of its airplane manufacturing plants, fishing 
industry and other factors have combined to build San 
Diego into the second largest California CIty TTEFH 
recreational facilities and area are unequalled any- 
where, ‘ 


The refusal of Congress to enact commemorative coin 
issues since 1954 has placed an insurmountable ob- 
Stacle in our commemorative trail through the sands 

of time, seeking the history of people, places and 
events that have contributed to the building of these, . 
our United States, so our trek must halt and to con- 
tinue our search, we will have to seek other avenues 

to explore,

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DR. HENRY R. LINDERMAN ---- 


Henry Richard Linderman, the son of Dr. John Jordon 

and Rachel (Brodhead) Linderman, was born Dec. 26th 

1825, in Pike County, PA. Self-educated, Linderman 

studied medicine under his father and later receiv= 

ed a diplima from the New York College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. 


In addition to practicing medicine, Linderman took 
an active interest in politics. President Pierce 
appointed him as Chief Clerk of the Mint in 1855, 
a post he held until 1864 when he resigned to be- 
come a partner in a firm of stockbrokers in Phila- 
delphia. 


In 1867, President 
Andrew Johnson 
appointed him to 
be Director of 

the Mint succeed- 
ing William 
Millward, whose 
term had end- 

ed by death 

after only six 
months in office. 
It was in 1867 
that the Mint ob- 
tained the French 
Janvere machine for 
making reduced copies 
of bas reliefs, essential 
in making hubs for striking 

dies. In 1868 the Charlotte Mint was reopened as 
an Assay Office. 


In 1869 Linderman resigned as Director of the Mint 
because of conflicting political views, but due to 

his expertise of Mint affairs and his vast knowledge 
in the monetary field, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
George Boutwell, continued to call upon him to perform

numerous important mint and monetary missions, 
both at home and abroad. 


In 1873 Linderman, with John Jay Knox, the Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency, authored the-Caipage Act of 1873, 
which passed on February 12th. This act codified 

and amended existing laws pertaining to the Mints and 
Assay offices. There had been no revision of these 
laws since 1837. The Trade Dollar, a project much 
desired by Linderman, was authorized by this Act, 

and first coined in 1873, for circulation in the 
Orient. This Act discontinued the minting of the 
half-dime and the two-cent bronze Poin. § 116. ACc 
also consolidated all mint institutions throughout 
the Country into a Bureau of the Treasury Department. 
The title of Director of the Mint was reserved for 
the Chief Officer of the Bureau, and the heads of 

the various mints were designated as superintendents. 


President Grant appointed Linderman as the First 
Director of the Bureau of the Mint, his five year 
term beginning in April 1f 1873 and expiring Dec. 7 
1878. An Act in 1875 authorized the coinage Of, a5 - 
silver twenty-cent piece, but its use was discon- 
tinued by an Act in May 1878, before Linderman 
left office. 


An Act of January 28, 1874 authorized the U.S.Mint 
to make foreign coinage, and coinage for Venezuela 
was struck in 1876, becoming the first foreign coin~- 
age to be struck under this Act. Assay Office oper- 
ations were resumed at the New Orleans Mint in 1876, 
the first activity there since the Civil War forced 
suspension of operations at this institution. 


Linderman's work in monetary matters was highly re- 
garded by many, and the Director of the French Mint 
stated that Linderman's name was as celebrated on 
the Continent of Europe in connection with his opin- 
ions on the double standard of metallic currency as 
that of Garibaldi, in connection with the Italian 
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DR. HENRY LINDERMAN ----- 


Revolution. The Japanese Government offered Linder- 
man $50,000 per year to organize a Mint service in 
that country, however, he refused the offer. 


Dr. Linderman died in Washington D. C. in 1879. Auc- 
tion of the collection of coinage in his estate took 
place in the late 1880's. It consisted mostly of re- 
strikes and other pieces de caprice. Evidence exists 
that Linderman, even more than James Ross Snowden, was 
a moving force behing the Mint chicanery in the late 
1860's and 1870's, as well as being closely allied 
politically with the interests of Joseph Wharton who, 
for a long time, owned the only nickel mine in the 
United States, therefore enjoying a monopoly in sup 
plying the metal for the one, three and five cent 
nickel composition coinage which was authorized by 
Congress.

The Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Company 
(distinguished from the first Pacific Tele- 
Phone and Telegraph Company by the use of the 
word "the" in the corporate name), was orga- 
nized December 31, 1906, as a California cor- 
poration. This company acquired the telephone 
systems of the Pacific States Telephone and 
Telegraph Company in San Francisco, and also 
leased from the Sunset Telephone and Telegraph 
Company its properties in southern Oregon and 
western Washington for a period of 30 years. 
These properties were later conveyed to the 
Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Company, af- 
ter the leases were cancelled in 1914 and 1917. 


In 1906 a number of independent companies en- 
tered into connecting agreements with the 
Pacific Company, whereby they obtained the 
advantage of connection with Pacific long- 
distance lines. The Southern California 
Telephone Company was organized April 19, 
1916, and took over the property of the 
Pacific Company and the Home Company in and 
about Los Angeles. In 1916, the Pacific Com- 
pany formally took over the physical plant 

of the Sunset Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, the stock of which had been acquired 

in 1889, and this company went out of busi- 
ness. In 1918, the property of the San Diego 
Home Telephone Company was acquired by the 
Pacific Company, adding to the independent 
companies which the Pacific Company had ab- 
sorbed. 


In April 1930, the Pacific Company merged all 
its properties in Southern California, then 
operated by the Southern California Telephone 
Company; the Home Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany of Pasadena; the Corona Home Telephone

and Telegraph Company; the Consolidated Uti- 
lities Company of Compton; the United States 
Long Distance Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany' and the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. The transfer of properties was 

made on June lst, to the Southern California 
Telephone Company. 


On April 1, 1947, the Southern California 
Telephone Company was merged with the Paci- 
fic Telephone and Telegraph Company, becom- 
ing the Southern California Telephone Com- 
pany.

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THE Mint THAT Never MINTED,,,..,.. 


Few coin collectors are aware that there were eight 
mints authorized by Acts of Congress --- Philadelphia, 
Dahlonega, Charlotte, New Orleans, San Francisco, 
Carson City and Denver mints are all familiar names, 
for it is the coinage they issue that the coin col- 
lector strives to acquire, and to form into a collec- 
tion. Had our government moved more quickly in its 
construction, we collectors of today would be pursu- 
ing the acquisition of the coinage issued in the eighth 
mint, which was authorized by an Act of Congress in 
July, 1864. This act was to establish a mint at Dal- 
les, Oregon, and an appropriation of $100,000 was made 
for its construction. 


It was not until late in 1868 that construction of the 
mint actually began. With the completion of the first 
floor, construction was halted when Congress changed 
its mind and decided that the mint should be built 

in a more central section of the nation. Gold strikes 
in Nevada and Colorado focused attention upon that 
area for the location of the mint, and although the 
Government had purchased the minting facilities of 
Clark, Gruber and Co., and had in April of 1862 autho- 
rized the establishment of a mint in Denver, Colorado, 
the astounding production of silver from the Comstock 
Lode in Nevada resulted in the location of the mint 
being moved to Carson City, Nevada. 


The Government suspended all work on the Dalles Mint, 
and in June of 1870, abandoned the project. The in- 
complete building was finally turned over to the state 
of Oregon and then sold to private interests in 1889. 
This interesting bit of information on the Mint that 
never Minted brings out yet another facet of our 
Country in its frontier days. 


The discovery and opening of mines in the John Day 
country of Oregon brought on a gold rush and The Dal- 
les quickly became an outfitting station, jumping- 
off place for the gold fields. Columbia River steam- 
boats delivered supplies and Passengers, and hundreds

of thousands of dollars worth of gold dust and nuggets 
were shipped out through the Dalles. 


Gold dust became the exchange medium of the day, and 
larger merchants and bankers bought the dust and nug- 
gets for shipment to financial centers. Wells Fargo 
and Company shipped large amounts of the gold to the 
San Francisco mint by steamboat. As the gold flow 
increased, merchants and miners began a campaign for 
the Government to establish a mint in The Dalles. 

Not only would this make possible the selling of the 
gold directly to the Government, saving shipping 
costs, but would prevent the cheating of the miners 
by the speculators in the buying of gold. Also, 
there would be the advantage of using coin instead 
of a pinch or weight of gold, which caused a loss 
each time a transaction took place, for a small amount 
of the precious metal would be lost, causing a depre- 
ciation of its value. Unfortunately, the gold fields 
in the area did not continue their initial output, 
and although there has been mining activity in the 
northwest of the United States ever since, the pre- 
cious metals mined have been turned into coins at 

the seven mints elsewhere in the United States.

For more than 200 years the city of Santa Fe 
de San Francisco (the Holy Faith of San Fran- 
cisco) situated On the desert of New Mexico, 
was almost unknown and unheard of in the 
Eastern United States. Santa Fe, founded by 
Spanish conquistadors in 1606 at the location 
of an old Indian town Or pueblo, is, except 
tor’ St. Augustine, Florida, the oldest Ca ty 
of the white man in the United States. rt 
was the capitol of the Spanish province of 
New Mexico, later under Mexican rule, and is 
today the capitol city of New Mexico, the 
47th state to be admitted into the Union. 


For many years Santa Fe was almost unreach- 
able. A few pack trains and later some wagon 
trains came up to it from Mexico to the South. 
Nine months it took for the journey from Mexi- 
Co City, a few months for rest, and then nine 
months for the return trip to Mexico Ci fy 
This was Santa Fe's only contact with the 
Outside world. 


As the Sleepy little capitol of the Province 
in the desert grew more and more important 


" EL CAPITAN" -continued 


through 200 long years, Indians traded with 
the white man. They brought their baskets, 
bead work, blankets, beautiful little silver 
ornaments and bright semi precious stones to 
exchange for hunting knives, iron -QO/s\,« pots 
and pans, and all the hundreds of useful 
things that have become common in what we cal] 
Cividdwgation. These Indians came from the 
North, some from as far west as Catifornda , 
and still more from the East. Gradually the 
trails the Indians travelled on to Santa Fe 
became quite clearly marked. The traizt0 the 
East, from the prairies and valleys of the 
Mississippi and Missouri became the most tra- 
veled of all. BY 1820 the first white traders 
from the towns that were springing up west of 
the Alleghanies were using the Santa Fe trail 
of the Indians. 


In 1822 Captain William Becknell led the first 
wagon train from the Missouri River, with loads 
of cloth, shoes, knives and many other wares 
that could be sold or traded for blankets or 
other Indian goods. Other wagon trains follow- 
ed, seeking land to settle, or for trading pur- 
poses. Trains were sometimes attacked by the 
Indians, but despite the danger, more trains 
continued to follow the Trail, constantly in- 
creasing in numbers. By the time gold was dis- 
covered in California in 1849, the Santa Fe r 
trail was one of the main routes to the West. 


It was inevitable that when the great rail- 
road building days of the mid nineteenth cen- 3 
tury arrived that this Santa Fe Trail would 
Play a vital role in the railroad companies 
plans to open up the western United States 
for settlement and trade.

Both 
towns lay only a little north of the Santa Fe 
trail. West of Topeka there was only the vast 
herds of wild buffalo, and beyond them, the 
Rocky Mountains. But more than 800 miles away 
in New mexico was the fabulous city of Santa 
Fe. Join not only Topeka and Atchison, but 
why not bring the riches of Santa Fe to Kan- 
sas. So the plan was changed, and before a 
single shovel full of dirt had been turned, 
the change was made. Follow the Santa Fe 
trail, and name the new company the Atchison, 
Topeka and the Santa Fe Railroad. Eleven 
years after work was started on the project, 
the company accomplished the seemingly im- 
possible task and reached its faraway goal, 
the city of Santa Fe. It's goal attained, 
the railroad did not stop, but continued on, 
building its rails westward to reach the 
Pacific Coast, becoming by the early 1900's 
one of the longest railway systems in the 
world. 


To publicize and commemorate the introduction 
of their new all coach streamliner train, 

the "EL CAPITAN" in 1956, on its coast to 
coast public exhibition tour, the ATchison 
Topeka and Santa Fe's advertising department 
designed a 38mm medallion, to be struck in 
aluminum alloy, the metal that was employed 

in the construction of the "EL CAPITAL" coaches. 
Manufactured by the Green Duck Co. of Chicago, 
the medallion features the helmeted bust of 

a conquistador. In the center of the medal- 
lion, while above the bust appears the leg- 
end SANTA FE'S ALL COACH STREAMLINER, below 
the helmeted figure, EL CAPITAN. 


The other side of the medallion bears, through 
the center, a portrait of the coach employed 
in the make-up of the train. Above the coach 
in two lines, SANTA FE / HI-LEVEL. Below 
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EL CAPITAN -continued 


the coach in three lines, the inscription, EL 
CAPITAN /INAUGURAL TRIP CHICAGO LOS ANGELES/ 
JULY, 1956. 


Accompanying the El Capitan train was Pat Baca 
of Albuquerque, New Mexico, attired in authen- 
tic Conquistador armor, who from a huge Span- 
ish treasure chests, distributed the medallion 
as a souvenir to those who visited the El Capi- 
tan at the various cities along its*exhibition® 
Cour. 


Modern means of transportation, via air and 
super highways, have to a great extent cur- 
tailed the role of the railroad in our exist- 
ence, and perhaps one day the Atchison, Topeka | 
and Santa Fe Railroad Company will also be 

like the Santa Fe trail - a thing of the past; 
but the souvenir medallion issued in 1956 will 
forever remind those who view its surface that 
the Santa Fe Trail figured not once, but twice, 
in the building of this nation.

The smallest denomination of gold coin that 
has ever been issued in the United States 
were the quarter, half dollar and dollar de- 
nomination pieces issued by private indivi- 
duals and organizations following the gold 
finds of 1848, and were in a measure a ne- 
cessity for the reason that small currency 
was decidedly scarce on the West coast at 
that time. 


The interest generated by these small pieces 
prompted the Louisiana Purchase Exposition's 
Souvenir coin department to have privately 
struck for issue, small gold pieces com- 
parable to the California gold pieces as com- 
panion pieces for the souvenir Louisiana 
gold dollar. These small pieces were coin- 
ed in gold mined in the Louisiana Territory 
and in design, were typical of the territory 
and its celebration of the centennial of its 
purchase. 


The obverse bears a fleur-de-lis in the 
center of the coin, surrounded by fourteen 
Stars, representing the fourteen states in 
the Louisiana Territory. The date '1904' 
is divided by the fleur-de-lis, with the 19 
at the left and the 04 to the right. On 
the petals of the fleur-de-lis, left to 
right, are the letters L P E, one on each 
petal. On the bottom of the center one is 
the letter Z. All letters are incuse, broad 
and engraved in sunken relief. Attempted 
beaded border. There was also an obverse 
that had only ten stars. 


Reverse - the denomination 1, 1/2 or 1/4 
in the center of a raised circle with, in 
the center of the piece LOUISIANA, above 
the circle, GOLD below, a star at lower 
left and right of the circle. Attempt at 
a beaded border, plain edge.

The medal pictured here is the 1]th in a series honor- 
ing Hawaiian Monarchy, personages, places and events 
of historical importance to Hawaii. This one honors 
the Bishop Museum and Princess Bernice Pauahi Bishop. 
The Bishop Museum was founded in 1889 as a memorial 

to the Princess by her husband, Charles Reed Bishop. 


This medal was struck in a quantity of 500, in sil- 
ver and bronze. Each sponsoring club (six clubs) 
receives a quantity to equal the number of members, 
paying the issue price which, this year, was $15. 
per set. We found it is an impossibility for a non- 
member visitor to purchase a set without paying a 
high premium. Another interesting item is the fact 
that an aluminum medal is also struck, but only are 
enough struck to issue one to each dealer (this 
year 73) -- all remaining are destroyed. This set 
would be most difficult for a non-dealer collector 
to obtain. 


There were quite a féw interesting exhibits on dis- 
play, including one entered by son Larry which earn- 
ed a second place award. 


Upon arriving home on Sunday, November 17th, the final

SEALS & MOTTOES 


Occupying only a small portion, and often partially 
obscured by an overprint of the denomination, there 
appears on the currency notes of the United States 
the Seal of the United States Treasury. The compo- 
nent parts of the seal are a key for safety, scales 
for equality, and a square for rectitude. Emblazen- 
ed upon a shield within a circle the legend around 
the circle, THESAUR. AMER. SEPTENT SIGIL., in Latin 
translates, "The Seal of the Treasury of North America" 
This seal of the United States Treasury is actually 
older than the Treasury itself, and except for minor 
changes in size, length of key, border, etc., it is 
the same today as when first authorized. 


The Continental Congress appointed a committee, com- 
posed of Richard Henry Lee, John Witherspoon and 
Gouverneur Morris in September of 1778 to design a 
seal for the Continental Treasury. Morris is credit- 
ed with the creation of the design which the Commit- 
tee submitted to the Congress. It was approved and 
appeared on documents as early as 1782. 


The first paper money issued by the United States 
Government, the demand notes of 1861, did not bear 
the Seal, and were the only issue of notes of the 
Unites States of a dollar or more denomination which 
did not bear the seal. From 1862, all currency of 
the United States has the Seal. The Seal now on 

our currency appears with a spiked border. Inasmuch 
as the Seal is uniface, there is no reverse. Al- 
though all Federal Reserve notes now in use have a 
green seal, various other colors have been employ- 
ed in the past. 


During the period of World War II, the Unites States 
issued various notes called emergency notes. The one 
dollar notes for Hawaii of the silver certificate issue 
were surcharged "Hawaii" on both sides, and with a 
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SEALS AND MOTTOES 


brown colored seal. The five, ten and twenty dollar 
Federal Reserve notes issued had the same surcharge 
and color seal. Silver Certificates of one, five, 
ten and twenty dollar denomination for use with the 
armed forces in Europe and North Africe were issued 
with a yellow seal, not blue as the notes intended 
for circulation in the United States. 


Although appearing only upon the reverse of the one 
dollar Federal Reserve Note now in circulation, the 
Great Seal of the United States, both obverse and re- 
verse sides, stand out as symbols of the United States. 


Although the first committee, composed of John Adams, 
Thomas Jefferson and Benjamin Franklin, to formulate 
a design for a Great Seal was in 1776, it was not un- 
til 1782 that a Great Seal was adopted from a sketch 
submitted by a well-known Revolutionary Army Officer, 
William Barton, of Phila, Pa. After the Constitution 
of the United States was adopted in 1789, the Great 
Seal was officially ratified and adopted as such. The 
first appearance of the reverse of the Great Seal 

was in 1882, when a centennial medal was issued by 
the United States Mint to celebrate the 100th anni- 
versary of the adoption of the Great Seal. The re- 
verse of the Great Seal on a currency note was its 
incorporation as part of the reverse design of the 
dollar denomination Silver Certificates of 1955s 


To interpret the meaning of the symbols which make 
up the obverse and reverse of the Great Seal of the 
United States, we must translate the Heraldic terms 
into simple language. Upon the obverse, an eagle 
with out-stretched wings and talons, a shield upon 
the breast. In the right talon an olive branch; 

in the left talon a bundle of thirteen arrows; the 
beak holding a scroll inscribed E. PLURIBUS UNUM. 
Above the eagle, thirteen stars within a circlet of 
clouds. Heraldic: Arms, Paleways of thirteen pieces 
argent and gules, a chief, azure, the escutcheon on

the breast of the American Eagle displayed proper, 
holding in its beak a scroll inscribed with the 

motto, E PLURIBUS UNUM (from many one) In his sinis- 
ter a bundle of thirteen arrows; in his dexter talon 
an Olive branch all proper. The Creast, over the 
head of the Eagle, which appears above the escutcheon, 
a glory, or breaking through a cloud, Proper, and sur- 
rounding thirteen stars, forming a constellation, 
argent, on an azure field. 


Translated - Paleways (perpendicular stripes or 
divisions) of thirteen pieces; argent (white), and 
gules (red); a chief (upper part of the escutcheon) 
occupying one third of the whole azure (blue). The 
meaning of the divisions is as follows: 


The escutcheon is composed of the chief and the pale, 
the two most honorable ordinaries (divisions). The 
Pieces, pale (equal in width and of two colors) al- 
ternating), representing the several states, all 
joined in one solid compact entire, supporting a 
chief which unites the whole and represents Congress. 
The pales in the arms are kept closely united by the 
chief, and the chief depends on the union and the 
strength resulting from it, for its support, to 
denote the confederacy of the United States of 
America and the preservation of their union through 
Congress. 


The colors used in the pales are those used in the 
Flag of the United States of America. White signi- 
fies purity and innocence; red - hardness and valor. 
The color of the chief signifies vigilant perseverance 
and justice. The olive branch and arrows denote the 
Power of peace and war which is vested in Congress. 
The constellation represents a new State taking its 
place among the other sovereign powers. The escut- 
cheon is borne on the breast of the American Eagle 
without any other supporters to denote that the 
United States ought to rely on their virtue.

SEALS AND MOTTOES 


The reverse of the Great Seal depicts an unfinished 
pyramid. Above is an eye in a triangle, surround- 
ed by an aura of light. Over the eye, the legend 
ANNUIT COEPTIS (prosper our beginnings). On the base 
of the pyramid are Latin numbers MDCCLXXVI, and under 
neath is the motto NOVUS ORDO SECLORUM (a new order 
of the ages) The pyramid signifies strength and 
duration. The eye over it and the motto allude to 
the many signay interpositions of Providence in 
favor of the American cause. The date underneath 
is that of the Declaration of Independence (1776) 
and the words under it denote the beginning of the 
new American Era, which commences from that date. 


Upon the reverse of all currency issued since 1935 
there is imprinted a motto, IN GOD WE TRUST. Unlike 
the Great Seal of the Treasury, and the United States 
which were in some form a part of our currency's de- 
sign since 1862, it took over a hundred years for 
our government to admit that "In God we Trust.”

PAPER MONEY------ 


Venice and Genoa were rival kingdoms - one on each 
side of the peninsula of Italy. They went to war 
with each other because they did not think there was 
enough trade in the world for two cities with ships. 
In this war, Marco Polo, commander of a ship of 
Venice, was captured and thrown into prison in Genoa. 
With him was a writing man of Pisa. This man, en- 
tranced by the stories related by Marco Polo of his 
travels to the East, put them into wrfcing and thus 
produced the greatest travel book of early times. 


Marco Polo was a merchant of Venice some 200 years 
before Columbus discovered America. He had travelled 
overland to China and had visited many areas of the 
distant land. Among the Strange stories related by 
Marco Polo was the fact that the Chinese used paper 
money instead of copper, silver or gold. Printing 
upon the paper a denomination of value guaranteed 

by the ruling power, this Paper was made to serve the 
Purpose of exchange in the market of trade. 


Using paper for money looked so easy that the Euro- 
peans soon began trying to put its practice to use. 
Although they and others have been trying ever Since, 
there has been no complete success of the idea, for 
Most of their efforts have culminated in failures. 


PAPER MONEY -coNnTINUED 
By the end of the World War |, most of the paper 
money of the countries of Europe had become worthless. 
It should be born in mind that any piece of paper money | 
is nothing more than a promise to pay. Whether any pro- — 
mise to pay will be honored depends on how sure the . 
holder of that promise is that the maker of the pro- 
mise will live up to the promise. With paper money, 
the issuer must not merely be honest and intend to | 
pay, but he must be able to pay. When governments have 
issued paper money as a medium of exchange, the people 
who must accept it have always asked themselves two 
questions: Does the government intend to pay? 

Will it be able to pay? | 
Very soon they were apt to present some of this paper 
money to find out if coin would be paid in exchange 
for it. If coin was exchanged for it, they gradually . 
came to have confidence in the paper. If the issuing 
government showed for a long time that it would pay in : 
gold, the paper money became as good as gold. No other 
method of making paper money as a medium of exchange | 
as good as gold has been worked out. Whenever and 
wherever paper money cannot be exchanged for gold, | 


it loses value and eventually becomes worthless. 


Past history shows that nations usually experience money 
troubles in times of war, due to the great cost of such 
ventures which deplete their medium of exchange. Gold 
and silver being the accepted exchange medium of the 
nations of the world becoming unavailable or in short 
supply to those nations involved in wars have to be 
substituted with promises for use as an exchange medium, 
usually resulting in the money becoming worthless. 


When the American Colonies were fighting for their in- 
dependence, they needed money very badly. Since there 
seemed to be no other way of getting it, the Continen- 
tal Congress began printing money, issuing it without 
any gold or silver (which was then much in use as the 
exchange medium) to back it. These notes or promises 
to pay, with no backing, were not accepted by the 
people and as there were no indications that the govern 
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worth a Continental"’ a saying that carries over to 
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became, until there came a time when it was said "'not 


Before the Revolutionary War was over, Robert Morris, a 


wealthy Philadelphian, set up a bank, capitalized with 
coin, issuing paper money backed with gold or silver. 


These paper notes could be brought to the bank and ex- 


changed for gold or silver coin at any time. The suc- 
cess of this paper money made plain to the early govern- 


ment that the proper way to issue paper money as a med- 
ium of exchange was to have gold or silver coin for 
which the notes could be exchanged at any time. 


Later the Bank of the United States was chartered by 


- the government - this bank issuing paper money in this 
manner. Although not government currency, but money 
of the bank, it was accepted by the public and served 


as a main exchange medium of the country. When the 

charter of the bank expired in 1812 and was not renew- 
ed, a serious shortage of currency occurred - just as 
it was needed, due to the outbreak of the War of 1812.

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PaPER MoNEY (continued from Febr, 1975) 


In 1814 as a result, there were hard times in the coun- 
try, and a panic ensued. This brought on the formation 
of a second Bank of the United States. This action work- 
ed fairly well with the bank issuing paper money, back- 
ed with coin. Then the bank became mixed up in the poli 
tical power struggle of the times and was finally abo- 
lished by President Jackson in 1833. The demise of the 
second Bank of the United States left only the State 
banks who issued paper money backed only by the banks 
promise to redeem the notes. Each state put out its 
own money (notes). Very nearly none of these notes or 
money was worth, dollar for dollar, as much as coin of 
the United States. Some was worth 75¢ on a dollar; 
much worth only 20¢ on a dollar, and there was a lot of 
it that became worthless. 


Some forty banks were started in Michigan which print- 
ed and issued notes with a picture of a wildcat on the 
obverse. Nearly all of these banks failed, for they 
were instituted only as schemes to make money by the 
issuance of notes which they never intended to redeem- 
thus making a fortune. From that day to this, schemes 
to make money dishonestly are referred to as a "wild- 
cat" scheme. 


Nevertheless, for twenty years before the Civil War, 
the issues of the State banks were the only paper 
money existing in the United States. The dollar note 
of one state did not have the same exchange value of 
another state. If one travelled from one state to ano- 
ther, he had to change into a different sort of money, 
just as one has to do today in passing into another 
country. 


This was not only confusing, but made business diffi- 
cult to transact. We today find it hard to believe that 
as late as 1860 the United States had not worked out 

a satisfactory currency system. The great need for 
finances created by the Civil War probably initiated 
the Government into the search for a workable cur- 
rency system, but it was during this period that the 
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United States issued the "green back" currency. These 
'greenbacks' were not first-class money because they 
were only notes of the government, promising to pay 
the bearer a stipulated sum of money. It was proven 
again that a circulating exchange medium, or money 
based on a promise to pay, will not hold a value. It 
must have an actual value, like gold or silver, back 
of it to be accepted and to hold its value. These 
'greenbacks' depreciated more and more until they 
brought less than half their stated value. Then after 
the War, and with the Government promising to redeem 
them in gold or silver, these notes began to increase 
in value. Finally, fifteen years after the War ended, 
the Government began to redeem these notes by paying 
gold or silver. It was then that the public began to 
accept and to hold these 'greenbacks'. However, each 
time the Government redeemed one of these notes, they 
in turn issued another in its place. This resulted 

in a chain of currency issue that was to continue un- 
til 1968. Although no longer called 'greenbacks', the 
currency retained the legend "United States Note" upon 
its obverse. 


The United States Note is one of five types or kinds 
of currency(paper money) that has been issued by the 
United States. Because these notes were not a success 
when first issued during the Civil War, the government 
tried other paper money experiments. Chief among these 
was a scheme worked out by the Treasury Department to 
charter National Banks and to permit them to issue 
paper money in the form of bank notes. A chartered 
bank was required to deposit bonds with the Treasury 
Department. If the bank did not redeem their issued 
notes, then the Government would sell the deposited 
bonds and redeem the notes. This method guaranteed 
that the National Bank Notes would be redeemed, making 
this paper money a safe medium of exchange. These 
National Bank Notes were the first absolutely good 
paper money to be issued, and remained so until 1935. 


There was another type of paper money that came out 
of the Civil War -- Gold Certificate Notes. This cur- 
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PAPER MONEY - (continued) 


rency had yellow backs to distinguish it from the green- 
back, and there has been no other issue of United States 
currency with the yellow back. The basis of this paper 
money is a law passed by Congress during the War, stat- 
ing that the owner of gold could deposit that gold with 
the Treasury and get yellow-backed paper money for it. 
This yellow-backed paper was a receipt showing that gold 
had been put into storage and that the owner could, with 
the receipt, retrieve his gold whenever he wished. In 
those days, the public liked gold better than paper, so 
not many of these Gold Certificates were issued for a 
long time, but by the end of the century, gold was plen- 
tiful and needed safe storage so that people fel! back 
on this Civil War measure and began using the yellow- 
backs, or Gold Notes. 


The Gold Certificate Notes issued were a first-class 
paper money, and was always worth as much gold as the 
denomination upon the note. It was a perfect model of 
paper money - secure and safe because it represented 
an intrinsic value. This type of paper money went out 
of existence in 1933 with the Executive Order denying 
the United States citizen the right to own gold....

In 1878, the Government decided to apply the ware- 
house receipt idea to silver by issuing receipts for 
the deposit of silver,as had been decreed for gold. 

A law was enacted stating that the public could de- 
posit silver dollars with the Treasury and receive 
paper currency for them. This created another type 
of paper money - Silver Certificates. These silver 
certificates when presented for redemption, were pay- 
able in silver dollars that were in storage. 


These four types of paper money, or currency, were 
first class money in many respects... they were light- 
er in weight and handier to use than the hard or 
metallic coin they replaced. They were secure - a 
paper dollar of any one of these currencies was worth 
just as much as a dollar in gold or silver coin. But 
the government complained that these paper monies 
were not elastic -- they would not strecth when 
stretching was necessary. They wanted a currency 
that would flow into the channels of trade when it 
was needed, and to return to the Treasury when not 

in use. The government could not adjust these types 
of paper money to do this, so it decided to create 

a currency that it could control. 


In 1913, Congress enacted a law forming the Federal 
Reserve Banking System. The function of this system 
was to give the nation an elastic currency. Twelve 
Federal Reserve Banks were set up in different parts 
of the country. Federal Reserve Notes, a new type 
of paper money, was to be issued through them. Each 
bank was to take care of the smaller banks in its 
section, and to act as a supervisor over them... 

to distribute money when needed and to return to the 
Treasury money when not in use. For instance, the 
wheat grower needed money to harvest the crops - 

he goes to the small bank and makes a loan for sixty 
days. In turn, the small bank passes on the growers 
note to the Federal Reserve Bank, for which the Bank 
gives paper money in exchange so that the smal! bank 
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PAPER MONEY 


could again have sufficient funds on hand for more 
loans. After harvest, the grower would come to the 
smal! bank, pay the sixty day note after which the 
small bank in turn would pay its debt to the Federal 
Reserve Bank. This isrelastic money - and as time 
will show, it is not first class money. It's only 
feature - acceptable in payment for debts, public 
and private. 


There have been two types of this Federal Reserve 
currency issued -- one type issued by the Federal 
Reserve Banks reads National Currency, secured by 
United States Bonds deposited with the Treasurer 

of the United States or by like deposit of other 
securities. The name ...of the Bank will pay the 
bearer on demand ... dollars in lawful money of The 
United States at the United States Treasury or at 
the bank of issue. The other type forms the cur- 
rency in use today...Federal Reserve Notes. The 
obligation on the Federal Reserve Notes is com- 
pletely different than that on the Federal Re- 
serve Bank Notes. It is --- The United States os 
America will pay to the bearer on demand ..... 
dollars. This note is receivable by all National 
and member Banks and Federal Reserve Banks for all 
taxes, customs and other public dues. IT is re- 
deemable in gold on demand at the Treasury Depart- 
ment of the United States in the City of Washington 
District of Columbia, or in gold or lawful money at 
any Federal Reserve Bank. 


After passage of the Gold Reserve Act in 1933, paper 
money was no longer redeemable in gold, so this 
oblication on succeeding issues of notes was alter- 
ed; with the 1934 issues, that portion pertaining 
to gold convertibility was amended to read: "This 
note is legal tender for all debts, public and pri- 
vate, and is redeemable in lawful money at the United 
States Treasury or at any Federal Reserve Bank." 
Another change in 1962 was the obligation thus: 
"This note is legal tender for all debts, public 
and private." 
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PAPER MONEY 


Such paper money that is not redeemable in coin is 
only a medium of exchange by command or executive 
order, and not because it has any real value to It. 
Such money is "fiat" money, and has in the past and 
will in the future, spell ruin to the society that 
makes use of if. 


This is the story of the paper money that has been 
used as a circulating medium of exchange in these 
United States, with the exception of the Fractional 
Currency used in the Civil War perior and after; 

the World War |! Emergency issues of paper. currency; 
and the currency of the Confederate States of America. 
Those issues properly belong in their own category, 
and have their own story to tell.

A few examples may help to clarify the #1 statements... 


Any issue from any source of a souvenir as a sign, sym- 
bol or identity, authority or genuineness is a token of 
that particular item. Any issue of promotion designed 
to feature an object, product, person, place or event, 
is a token of that particular object, product, etc. 

Any issue of an emergency, convenience, or of a non= 
intrinsic value medium of exchange, no matter what its 
composition, is token money. 


Categorically, tokens can be divided into four general 
or broad classes: 

Supplemental or unofficial coinage 

Convenience of trade 

Promotional advertising 

Commemorative. 


There are many tokens that can be placed in several 
categories, such as the hard time tokens of 1837-184] 
and the issue of civil war tokens for convenience of 
trade, primarily issued by private individual to supple- 
ment government coinage during a general shortage of 
coins. These tokens resembled in size and metal the 
coinage in use at the time and employed similated de- 
signs of the official issue; or with political patrio- 
tic or advertising slogans, or a combination of both. 
Thus these tokens can fall into supplemental or unoffi- 
cial coinage, for they were used as such, and were accept- 
ed as a medium of exchange. Many of these tokens can 

be classed as political, patriotic or advertising to- 
kens for they also fulfill the requirements as such. 
Supplemental coinage can no longer be issued in the 
United States, so it is presumed that future issues 

will never be struck. 


Convenience tokens, generally, are those tokens used to 
better control those who handle coins in the course of 

a business, to provide a price reduction for quantity 
buying, to charge fractional prices or for convenience on 
odd prices, and to limit clientele for one reason or 
another. In a broad sense, convenience tokens are 
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TOKEN (CONTIN UED) 


those issued for transportation, such as Plank road tray- 
el, bridge crossing tolls, also turnpikes. Fares on rai}.- 
road, omnibus lines, horse car lines, cable cars, elec- 
tric railways, ferries, miniature railroad, amusement 
park merry-go-rounds, and parking lots, car wash, sales 
tax, gambling, game counters, fraternal, religious, and 
possibly the broadest area encompassed by the conven- 
ience type of token would be those issued as merchants 
tokens (governmental ly or privately struck) as a means 

of credit to assure sufficient smal] change, to provide 

a drscount, “for ott Purposes, as a means to distribute 
aid or assistance by government or private chanityy<sho 
regulate trade and commerce, to limit customers to a 
particular group, to sell or buy at fractional prices, 

to force buyers to deal ata particular place and to 
assist a barter economy. 


Advertising tokens are those issued to announce, pro- 

mote, and of course, to advertise products, services, 

people, places or events. Many issues are redeemable 

for a free sample or a discount on the product or ser- 
vice price. 


Commemorative tokens are often difficult to classify, 
inasmuch as they are usually struck and issued as a 
souvenir of an anniversary, holiday, festival, intro- 
duction or commemoration event. These tokens, like 
manh other tokens, could wel! be assigned to all four 
token categories. 


Regardless of the category a token may represent, it is 
a fact that tokens, like coins, can form a collection 
of history that reveals the past of people, places, 
events and happenings. Collections can be formed as 
desired - endless in variety of design, shape and the 
composition of its structure. Unlike coins, tokens do 
not restrict the collector to a specific series or type. 
Proof or uncirculated surfaces matter little, for tok- 
ens were issued to be used and the amount struck and 
issued was often in small amounts. There are some to- 
kens so rare in numbers that many of the so-called 
rarities of coinage are actually common in comparison.

Even those issued today which are intimately associated 
with the history of our times are often of low mintage 
and difficult to acquire. 

To the coin collector who has reached an impasse in his 
coin collecting, or is unable to finance the rarities 

in the coinage of his interest, the acquisition, attir- 
bution and formation of a collection of tokens embrac- 
ing any or all categories will prove to be not only of 
great interest, but will enhance his knowledge of people, 
places and events of this great country of ours.

HISTORY OF THE NAVY 


When General George Washington took command of the 
Continental Army in July, 1755, the extreme shortage 
of ammunition prevented him from making a retaliation 
to the British forces at Boston. To solve this dilemma 
he arranged to send a vessel of the Rhode Island 
Colony Navy to Bermuda for powder and to begin the 
fitting out of small armed vessels with the intent of 
capturing some of the British storeships and transports, 
near the American coast. 


This so-called "Washington Fleet" was the beginning 
of the Continental Navy. The first vessel commissioned 
was the schooner, "Hannah". Captain Nicholson Broughton 
was in command. She sailed from Beverly on September 5, 
1775 and brought in a prize two days later. Joining 
the "Hannah" were the schooners, "Lynch", "Lee", "Franklin" 
"Harrison", and "Warren"; and the brigatine, 'Washington". 
These vessels were placed under the command of Commodore 
John Manly, with the "Lee" as flag-ship. 


John Manly was the most successful of Washington's army 
commanders. During six months, this small fleet captured 
a total of 35 British ships. One of these prizes alone 
carried a quantity of munitions which it was estimated 
would have taken nearly 18 months for the colonies to 
manufacture. 


Meantime, the Continental Congress had been considering 
the creation of a Continental Navy. On October 13, 1775, 
it voted to fit out ships with all possible dispatch. 
Merchant ships were bought and fitted out as '"Man-of-War". 
In November, the ships "Alfred" and "Columbus" and the 
brigs "Andrew Doria" and "Cabot" were obtained. The 
sloops "Providence" and "Hornet" together with the 
schooners "Fly" and "Wasp'' were soon added. 


Esek Hopkins was appointed on December 22, 1775 as 
"Commander-in-Chief" of the fleet. Dudley Salenstall, 
Captain of the "Alfred". Abraham Whipple, Captain of 
the "Columbus", Nicolas Biddle, Captain of the "Andrew 


Doria", John B. Hopkins, Captain of the "Cabot", William 
Stone, Captain of the "Hornet", Hacker, Captain of the 
"Fly", William Hallock, Captain of the "Wasp", John 
Hazard, Captain of the "Providence". 


John Paul Jones, who later became a Naval hero, headed 
the list of 17 Lieutenants commissioned. 


In December of 1775, Congress enacted legislation for 
construction of additional ships and the appointment of 
a marine committee, one member to be from each colony. 
This committee lasted until 1798, when a Navy Department 
was established as the controlling agency and the Secretary 
was given cabinet rank.

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CALIFORNIA SMALL DENOMINATION GOLD: 


A THEORY 
by Jim Hunt 


In case you're not familiar with these coins, a brief 
description will be helpful. The so-called small de- 
nomination gold was coined in three denominations; 
quarter dollar, half dollar, and dollar. They are 
both round and octagonal in shape. They were coined 
by San Francisco area manufacturing jewelers and 
others with similar capabilities. Coins dated from 
1852 to 1882 are called "genuine" if they are made of 
gold and bear a denomination in terms of dollars. 
The use of the denomination was prohibited by law in 
1882. Coins struck without the denomination are term- 
ed "jeweler's pieces". They are often made of gold, 
but the more contemporary pieces are usually made of 
baser metal and are sometimes gold plated. Although 
the denomination-less pieces are termed jeweler's 
pieces, both genuine and jeweler's pieces have been 
used to adorn bracelets and other jewelry items of 
early California origin. Counterfeits and restrikes 
of "genuine" pieces do exist. Some of the original 
dies have survived to this day. The coins generally 
have either an Indian Head or Liberty Head on the ob- 
- yerse and a wreath or beaded circle on the reverse. 
Other types include Washington Heads, Eagle reverses 
and one with the Arms of California. Interestingly, 
many of the designs are similar to those used on the 
larger denomination private coins. The round gold 
dollars are by far the rarest types. 


The author knows of no records to verify that these 
coins were actually used as money. It is known that 
they were frequently purchased as souvenirs by visit- 
ors to California to send to the folks back home. 
Farran Zerbe provided no clue to the utilization of 
these coins, and Ira B. Cross omitted them from his 
studies of early California finance. Coin dealers 
are quick to state that the small denomination pieces 
were used as money and even the Red Book indicates 
they were used in times when small denomination 
specie was in short supply. ,

None of the small denomination gold could be termed 
standard coin as they were all coined with less gold 
than their stated value. Adams, in "The Private Gold 
Coinage of California", stated that a shortage of 
small change during the gold rush period caused debas- 
ed foreign silver coins to circulate at amounts great- 
er than bullion value. The example used indicated 
that silver coins worth 16-18 3/4¢ circulated as 
quarters. The California gold quarters, interesting- 
ly, had a similar approximate value during the gold 
rush period. Later on they were debased to about 

the value of a dime. The earlier pieces were struck 
on a coin press while the later coins were generally 
struck with a sledge hammer. Early coins often show 
evidence of circulation while later coins are usually 
uncirculated. 


The San Francisco Mint commenced coinage of subsi 
diary silver coins in 1855 and the Carson City Mint 
began to add subsidiary silver in 1870. The Com- 
stock Lode was discovered in 1859 and large quantities 
of silver began to pour into the mints for coinage. 
Despite the Civil War, the coinage of half dollars 

at the San Francisco Mint was substantial throughout 
the 1860's. This, coupled with the continued debase- 
ment of the small denomination gold, would further 
discourage circulation of the small gold pieces. 
While the coinage of small gold declined in the 
1860's as might be expected, judging by the avail- 
able dates, small denomination gold coinage increased 
substantially in the 1870's in contradiction to the 
theory that they were used to fill the specie world. 


Concluding from the foregoing information, it appears 
that the small denomination gold coined in the early 
and mid-1850's actually did circulate as money. The 
later coins were apparently used as jewelry and 
souvenir items.

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SYMBOLS 


It has been the custom of man, with the advent of coin- 
age, to adorn the surfaces of coins with symbolic art, 
thus giving homage to a ruler, or some historical fea- 
ture, or a significant event of the country's existence 


Birds, insects, animals, buildings, ships, tools, uten- 
sils, musical instruments -- all have graced the sur- 
faces of coins of many nations, but there are several 
coins that have symbolized a mode of transporation, 

and in so doing, have not only commemorated a histori- 
cal event, but also have added some new symbols for 
future generations of man to note in his studies of the 
past. 


The only coin in the world decorated with the likeness 
of an automobile is the unique dollar size coin of 
Kweichow, China, dated 1928. About fifty years ago, 
an American made sedan auto was transported, part by 
part, via boat, train litter, and on the back of cool- 
ies to the capitol city Kweiyan of this mountainous, 
highwayless, interior province. The parts, when 
assembled, became the first motor vehicle ever seen or 
used there. In honor of the event, the Governor, 

Chow Hsi Cheng, directed the mint to strike a coin 
embellished with a replica of the automobile. 


A method of transporation, already fading into the 
limbo of the past, is commemorated on the three and 
five mark German coins of 1930, where a reproduction 
of a lighter-than-air craft is pictured, honoring 
the first around-the-world flight of the Graf Zeppe- 
lin or LZ-127, which had been completed and tested 
in October of 1928. Its first world flight was in 
1929 and it remained in service until 1937, with 
some 590 commercial flights. Although this method 
of transportation has passed away (except for the 
Goodyear blimp which makes the rounds of American 
cities), its image will remain on the surface of 
these coins as a reminder of man's use of lighter- 
than-air craft. 
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symbols 


And lest we forget, there is the ''Railroad Coin!’ 
of Mexico, witj its faithful perspective view of a 
steam locomotive in great detail. Issued in 1950 
to commemorate the inauguration of the Southeast 
Railroad, this coin adds another to the symbols 
man has used on his coins to mark history and his 
deeds. 


Sea transportation has not been neglected either, 
on the worlds coinage. Coins from many lands, 
from the times of the ancients to the present, 
provide us with numismatic views of the ships 
which man has utilized in his travels over the 
water, 


If perhaps you have become jaded with the mode of 
your collecting, consider the symbols that man 
has decorated his coinage with, pick any symbol 
and form a topical collection. You will find new 
interest and the pursuit and acquisition of sym- 
bols may improve your knowledge of history.

NOTES ON HEJAZ~ - ~— 


HEJAZ, a Turkish kingdom which is now part of Saudi 
Arabia, since 1925. Early history reveals it was 
inhabited by Semetic tribes, followers of Mohammed. 


Located along the northern shore of the Red Sea, in- 
cludes Hejaz mountains and coastal plains. Contains 
Holy Cities of Islam. Mecca, Birthplace of Mohammed 
who died June 7, 632 AD, at Medina, where Great Mosque 
or Haraam of the Prophet, enshrines his tomb. The 
KAABA Shrine also contains the Sacred Black Stone, 
which was given to Abraham, by the Angel Gabriel. 
Hejas was captured in 1925 along with Sultanate of 
NEJD and kingdoms of Asia and El Hasa, to form Saudi 
Arabia, by King Ibn Saud (1883-1953) founder of the 
Saudi dynasty. 

Religion - Islam; Language - Arabic

PREPARATION OF A BOLTZ PROOF,... 


"In last month's Bulletin, the Editor referred briefly 
to the process of preparation of a Boltz proof. 1 know 
that for many years you have all admired these beauti- 
ful proofs made by my secret process, and after deep 
thought, | have decided to give the secret to the eager 
numismatic world. There is no substitute for a Boltz 
proof; and after you read this, | expect that the lead- 
ing collections will have nothing else. 


For a long time the numismatic press has discussed the 
pros and cons of cleaning coins, and our own Dr. Wil- 
son once gave us a demonstration. But in my opinion, 
all the processes discussed are too mild. They are 
not drastic enough. It's no use using half-way mea- 
sures to clean coins - so here's my system. 


The first step is to get the dirt off the coin. This 
can easily be done by laying the coin on an anvil and 
striking it several sharp blows with a sledge hammer. 
This will loosen the heaviest coatings. Then lay the 
coin on the pavement, and back your car over it sev- 
eral times. This removes more of the dirt. The next 
step is to rub a coarse file vigorously over the sur- 
face of the coin, thus cleaning off any remaining 
dirt. It then sometimes will be found that there are 
a few deep-seated spots not yet affected by the pre- 
liminary treatment. These can be removed with a chisel. 
In chiseling out these spots, care should be taken to 
be sure that cuts are made deep enough to get the roots 
of the spots; it is better to chisel out a little extra 
metal than to leave any of the spots. 


The coin now is ready for polishing. The best means 
of polishing is to use a wire brush on a power machine. 
Don't use too fine a brush; the coarser the brush is, 
the quicker you can finish the job...and the coin. For 
those of you who do not have access to a power brush, 
it is suggested that you borrow Mr. Joaquin's sand- 
papering machine. 


Next comes the chemical treatment. There are several 
powerful acids that may be used. For copper and silver 
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coins, | use strong hydrochloric, nitric, or sulphuric 
acid, boiling the coin for several hours. For gold 
coins, a mixture of nitric and hydrochloric acids is 
best, as it will dissolve the gold. Cyanide of Potas- 
sium is excellent for coins of al] metals; best results 
are obtained by soaking the coins in cyanide for about 
a month. It is best to boil the coins in acid for some 
time as this permits maximum action of the acid. 


After removal from the acid bath, sprinkle the coin 
with iron filings and brush again - and the job is 
through. You now will find that you have a coin like 
nothing else on earth. 


After completing the process, it sometimes will be found 
that the coin still has traces of the design left. In 
this case, start all over again.'"!
